farmers in regard to filling out this 
form lf they need assistance. 
“The 
Agricultural 
Occupation 
Data Form requires a record.of farm 
produce sold in tons, bushels, etc. 
Some farmers are supplying this 
information in number of baskets 
sold. The farmer must give the re­ 
quired information. It Is not the 
local board clerk’s duty to convert 
baskets into bushels or tons. 
“Man-hours of itinerant workers 
are required to be shown on the 
Agricultural Occupation Data Form. 
This information can be obtained 
from the foreman who farms out 
the workers. Local board clerks do 
not have the time time to convert 
baskets or bushels Into man-hours. 
“We ask the cooperation of farm 
registrants and employers to the 
end that fair treatment may be ac­ 
corded to all. The best interests of 
all farmers will be served if groups 
or individuals who try to put pres­ 
sure on local boards will cease their 
efforts. Registrants are, by law, pro­ 
vided with advisors whose names the 
local boards will be glad to furnish.’’

WASHINGTON (if) — Sen. Wiley 
(R-Wls) today urged consultation 
with U. S. allies before Congress 
acts on a resolution to denounce 
Russia for abusing wartime pacts 
to enslave other peoples. 
Amid fresh demands for an all-

investigation of once-secret 
World War II agreements, Wiley 
called the Senate Foreign Rela­ 
tions Committee together to dis­ 
cuss the draft of a resolution sub­ 
mitted by President Eisenhower, 
This resolution would have Con­ 
gress join with the President in 
denouncing interpretations of inter­ 
national agreements "which have 
been perverted to bring about the 
subjugation of free peoples.”

They contend the agree­ 
ments permitted Russia to commu­ 
nise a great part of Europe and 
gain a strong foothold in Asia. 
Most Democrats contend the fault 
lies not with the original agree­ 
ments, but with Russia’s failure to 
live up to them.
